1 . The corrected or substitute drawings were received on 08 April 2002. These 
drawings are approved; see the attached USPTO form 948 for minor corrections. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The examiner has received the response to the office action with the corrected 
drawings on 08 April 2002 in paper 7, and the amendment to the claims on 17 June 
2002 in paper 9 of the instant application. The corrections to the specification and the 
corrected abstract moot the objections to the specification and the drawings. The 
amendment to the claims and the arguments by the applicant in the amendment 
concerning the Velocity Vectors Vx and Vy and the cited art of record moots the 102(e) 
and 103(a) rejections and convinces the examiner to allow the case over the cited art of 
record. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
arguments presented by the applicant in the response to the office action and with the 
corrections to the specification and abstract concerning determining the first velocity 
vector Vx and the steps of determining the second velocity vector Vy for migration of 
fluid in the subterranean formation with the steps of extrapolating the velocity vectors for 
determination pressure, permeability and viscosity of the fluid in lithographic structure is 
not found in the cited art of record.
